This dispenser comprises a deUvery roller 10 on which is wound a continuous tape 12 of 
labels to be cut out (or even pre-cut out), at least two pairs 14, 16 of drive rollers for conveying 
this tape along a dispenser conveying path from this delivery roller towards a label inlet of the 
franking machine 50, and a cutting module 18 placed on this conveying path, advantageously 
between the two pairs of drive rollers, and intended, under the control of processing means 20 
(advantageously a microprocessor computing module), to define a given length for the label to 
be cut out. The drive rollers which ensure unwinding of the label tape are actuated by a control 
motor 22 through kinematics 24 incorporating gears, pulleys and belts, likewise actuated under
